1. Claims 1-8, 21-27, and 29-34 are allowed. The claims will be renumbered as 1-21. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
of Crane, et al. and Denenberg, et al do not disclose or fairly suggest, among other things, a 
collation section configured to calculate: a degree of deviation between digital data representing 
a shape, area, and color of a target work to be identified and the digital data stored in the work 
storage; and a degree of deviation between digital data representing the color in accordance with 
color fading and change of color. These features in combination with all of the other elements of 
the claims are not disclosed or fairly suggested by the closest prior art of Crane, et al. and 
Denenberg, et al.
